Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in 
Newburgh for the year 1967 


The effectiveness of a community health service depends 
to a large extent on the interest in and the understanding 
of the public health program by all citizens of that com- 
munity. It is essential that they appreciate the value of that 
service. From a personal standpoint they should be inter- 
ested in the program because the individual’s physical, 
emotional and economic needs affect other citizens, and 
because the cost of this service is directly or indirectly 
borne by the individual taxpayers of the community. 


The public health nurse maintains a program of guidance 
and education by teaching health rules and assisting in the 
prevention of disease and deformity, thus lessening human 
suffering. 


A summary of the public health nursing service in your 
community for the past year follows:

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BUILDING ORDINANCE 
for the 
TOWN OF NEWBURGH, MAINE 


An Ordinance to promote the health, safety, conveni- 
ence and welfare of the inhabitants by regulating the con- 
struction of buildings and use of premises. 


Policy Statement: This ordinance will not be invoked to 
harass any citizen. 


Provisions regarding the location of structures with re- 
pect to lot and street boundaries are intended to protect 
owners and abutters against unconsidered actions which 
might depreciate the value of their properties. Provisions 
regarding compliance with pertinent State and Federal 
building and sanitary codes are necessary to safeguard the 
health and welfare primarily of occupants and, secondarily, 
of other citizens. They will not be interpreted to limit the 
proper rights of individuals, except in matters affecting in- 
dividual or general health and safety or the property values 
of neighbors. None of these provisions are retroactive. 


Section I 


1. No building shall be erected until plans stating the 
location, size of building, what is to be used for cover on 
walls and roof, plumbing facilities and electric wiring shall 
be submitted to the Selectmen for approval. If said plans 
are approved by Selectmen a copy of said plans shall be 
recorded by the Town Clerk along with a building permit 
from the Selectmen, stating the condition of said permit 
and time said building shall be completed. 


Section IT 


1. No building shall be erected on a lot less than one 
hundred (100) feet wide and one hundred fifty (150) feet 
deep from the road or street line, unless such lot was 
separately owned at the time this ordinance is adopted. 


2. No dwelling or other structure shall be erected or 
placed within twenty-five (25) feet from the boundary 
line between road or street and the lot, or within ten (10) 
feet of the other boundary lines of the lot. 
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3. In general, no building shall be erected which does 
not conform in general appearance to other structures or 
dwellings in the neighborhood, and nothing shall be con- 
structed, installed or utilized in a way which manifestly de- 
preciates the value of the property in a given part of the 
town. 


4. All buildings hereafter erected, shall provide for rea- 
sonable protection of life and safety in the construction, ar. 
rangement and use of exit facilities from the building, to- 
gether with all features of design and construction as have 
a bearing on safety or egress. In the construction of exits, 
exitways, doors, doorways, halls, hallways, passages and 
passageways, the construction shall conform to the general- 
ly accepted standards of good practice. 


5. All buildings will have chimneys of a type and/or 
design approved by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 


6. All electrical wiring must meet the standards estab- 
lished by the pertinent State Boards and the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 


7. No building may be erected unless it conforms to 
the health and sanitary regulations of the State and National 
authorities. 


Section III 


1. Applications for permits shall be submitted in such 
form as the Board of Selectmen shall prescribe, by the 
owner, lessee, or agent of either, or the builder employed 
in connection with the proposed work. 


2. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to act on all 
applications within ten (10) days. 

3. No building for which a permit is issued may be 
occupied until the Board of Selectmen have issued a cer- 
tificate of occupancy, at which time the fee for the permit 
and certificate of occupancy shall be paid. Prior to issu- 
ing a certificate of occupancy, the Board of Selectmen or 
member(s) thereof will inspect the premises, and if the 
terms of the permit have been complied with and the per- 
mit fee paid, the certificate of occupancy will be issued. 
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4. The Board of Selectmen may, at their option, issue 
a temporary certificate of occupancy. 


5. The fee for a building permit, including certificate of 
occupancy, shall be five ($5.00) dollars, which shall also 
cover all costs of inspection. 


6. The Board of Selectmen are empowered to take 
- legal action against those who do not conform with this 
ordinance. 


MOBILEHOME ORDINANCE 
for the 
TOWN OF NEWBURGH, MAINE 


Defining and Regulating Mobilehome Parks; Establish- 
ing Minimum Standards Governing the Construction and 
Maintenance of Mobilehome Parks; Establishing Minimum 
Standards Governing the Provided Utilities and Facilities 
and Other Physical Things and conditions to make Mobile- 
home Parks Safe, Sanitary, and Fit for Human Habitation: 
Fixing the Responsibilities and Duties for Owners and 
Operators of Mobilehome Parks; Authorizing the Inspec- 
tion of Mobilehome Parks and Fixing Penalties for Viola- 
tions. 


SECTION I—DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following words 
and phrases shall have the meaning ascribed to them in 
this section. 


1. Mobilehome. Mobilehome shall mean any vehicle 
used or so constructed as to permit its being used as a 
conveyance on the public streets and highways and duly 
licensed as such, and constructed in such a manner as will 
permit occupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleeving place 
for one or more persons, and provided with a toilet and a 
bathtub or shower. 


2. Mobilehome Park. Mobilehome Park shall mean a 
plot of ground on which two or more, but not exceeding 
thirty mobilehomes occupied for dwelling or sleeping PUES 
poses are located. 
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“3. “Mobilehome ‘Space. ~Mobilehome space shall mean 
a plot of ground within a mobilehome park naps ain for 
the. accommodation of one mobilehome. 


- 4. Permit. Permit shall mean a written permit issued 
by the Board of Selectmen permitting the mobilehome park 
to operate under this Ordinance. 


5. Trailer, Trailer shall mean a mobilehome which 
does not have a toilet and a bathtub or shower. 


SECTION 2—TRAILER PARKS PROHIBITED 


1. No person shall maintain or operate a trailer park 
in the town of Newburgh. 


_ 2. No occupied trailer shall be permitted in a mobile- 
home park. 


SECTION 3—PERMITS 


1. Permit Required. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to construct, maintain, operate, or alter any mobilehome 
park within the limits of the town of Newburgh unless he 
or she or any firm holds a valid permit issued annually by 
the Board of Selectmen in the name of such person or 
persons or firm for the specific mobilehome park. The 
annual cost of this permit shall be $25.00. All initial appli- 
cations for permits shall be made to the Board of Select- 
men. Issuance of the permit shall be contingent upon (1) 
compliance with all Sanitary Laws and Regulations of the 
State of Maine, and; (2) approval by a majority vote of 
the Board of Selectmen. The permit shall specify the maxi- 
mum number of Mobilehomes that may be located in the 
Mobilehome Park. 


2. Issuance of Permits. The Board of Selectmen shall 
annually on the first Monday in May renew such permit 
contingent upon compliance with all regulations in this 
Ordinance. | 
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3. Non-Conforming Uses. Any lawful trailer or mo- 
bilehome park, existing at the time this ordinance or any 
amendment thereto is adopted, may be continued although 
such trailer or mobilehome park does not conform to the 
provisions thereof. No non-conforming use that has been 
discontinued shall be re-established except in conformity 
with this ordinance. Any extension, expansion or alteration 
of existing mobilehome parks shall conform to this ordi- 
nance. | 


4. Permit—Method of Application and Requirements. 
Applications for permits shall be in writing, signed by the 
applicant who shall file with the application proof of owner- 
ship of the premises or of a lease or written permission 
from the owner thereof together with a complete set of 
plans drawn to scale, showing the location of the proposed 
court, and which shall include: 


(1) The area and dimensions of the tract of land. 


(2) The maximum number, location and size of all 
mobilehome spaces. 


(3) The location of any existing buildings and any 
proposed structures. 


(4) The location and width of roadways and walkways. 


(5) The location of water and sewer lines and the 
sewage disposal systems. 


SECTION 4—INSPECTION 


1. Inspection of Mobilehome Parks. The Board of 
Selectmen are hereby authorized and directed to make 
inspections to determine the condition of mobilehome 
parks located within the Town of Newburgh in order to 
safeguard the health and safety of occupants of mobile- 
home parks and of the general public. They shall have 
the power to enter at reasonable times upon any private or 
public property for the purpose of inspecting and investi- 
gating conditions relating to the enforcement of this Ordi- 
nance. 
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SESTION 5—LOCATION, SPACE, AND 
GENERAL LAYOUT 


1. Location. Mobilehome Parks may be located in 
Business Zones, Industrial Zones, and Unrestricted Zones. 
No Mobilehome Park may be located in Residential Zones. 
At present the entire Town of Newburgh is an Unrestricted 
Zone, and will be so considered unless and until a Zoning 
Ordinance is adopted by vote of the Town. 


2. Area Requirements. The area of the Mobilehome 
Park shall be large enough to accommodate: 


ae on ba ote designated number of mobilehome spaces. 
- (2) Necessary streets or roadways. 
(3) Sewage disposal system. 


3. Space Requirements. Each mobilehome space shall 
be at least 75 feet wide and 100 feet deep, and shall abut 
on a driveway or other clear area with unobstructed access 
to a public street. Such spaces shall be clearly defined, and 
mobilehomes shall be so located that a minimum of ten 
feet clearance exists between any part of the mobilehome 
and the lot lines of the mobilehome space. 


4. Recreation Area. For every 15 mobilehome spaces 
there shall be reserved two such spaces of the same dimen- 
sions as set forth in 3 above, to be used as a play ground. 


5. Mobilehome Space Availability Required. It shall 
be illegal to allow any mobilehome to remain in a mobile- 
home park unless a mobilehome space is available. 


SECTION 6—ROADWAYS 


!. For fire prevention and protection every mobilehome 
park shall have access to a public street either by directly 
abutting thereon or by means of a private hard surfaced 
roadway not less than twenty feet wide. In all mobilehome 
parks, roadways shall be well drained, adequately graveled 
hard surfaced or paved and maintained in good condition. 
All roadways shall be lighted at night and shall have a 
light intensity at the center of the roadway of no less than 
two foot candles. All mobilehome spaces shall abut upon 
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a roadway 20 feet or more in width if off-street parking 
areas are provided. If on-street parking is permitted, said 
roadways shall be a minimum of 30 feet in width. 


SECTION 7—SANITATION 


1. Water Supply Requirements. An accessible, ade- 
quate, safe, and potable water supply shall be provided 
in each mobilehome park, capable of furnishing a minimum 

of 125 gallons per day per mobilehome space. The develop- 
- ment of an independent water supply to serve the mobile- 
home park shall be made only after express approval had 
been granted by the Board of Selectmen. 


2. Plumbing. All plumbing in the mobilehome park 
shall comply with State and local plumbing laws and 
regulations and shall be maintained in good operating 
condition. 


3. Sewage Disposal. Mobilehome parks shall be served 
by a private disposal system which meets the regulations 
of the State of Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
and meets the approval of the Board of Selectmen. Each 
mobilehome space shall be provided with a satisfactory 
sewer connection. All sewage-disposal apparatus including 
appurtenances thereto, shall be provided, maintained, and 
operated so as not to create a nuisance or health hazard. 


4. Refuse and Garbage Disposal. The storage, collec- 
tion, and disposal of refuse in the park shall not create 
health hazards, rodent harborage, insect-breeding areas, 
accident hazards, or air pollution. All refuse and garbage 
shall be stored in flytight, watertight, rodent-proof con- 
tainers which shall be provided in sufficient number and 
capacity to prevent any refuse from overflowing. Satisfac- 
tory container racks or holders shall be provided by the - 
mobilehome park owner or operator and shall be located 
not more than 150 feet from any mobilehome space. 
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~ 5. Reporting of Communicable Diseases. Every mobile. 
home park operator shall maintain a register containing a 
record of all mobilehome occupants using the mobilehome 
park. Such register shall be available to any authorized 
person inspecting the park, and shall be preserved for a 
period of at least one year. Such register shall contain the 
names and addresses of all mobilehome occupants stopping 
in the park. Every owner, operator, attendant, or other per- 
son operating a mobilehome park shall notify the local 
Health Officer immediately of any suspected communicable 
or contagious disease within the mobilehome park. In the 
case of diseases diagnosed by a physician as quarantinable, 
such owner, operator, attendant or other person operating 
a mobilehome park shall notify the Health Officer of the 
departure or the proposed departure of a mobilehome or 
its occupants, or the removal therefrom of clothing or other 
articles which have been exposed to infection. 


SECTION 8—ELECTRICITY 


1. Electric Installations and Outlet Requirements. An 
electrical outlet supplying at least 110 volts shall be pro- 
vided for each mobilehome space. The installation shall 
comply with all State and local Electrical Codes and Ordi- 
nances. Such electrical outlets shall be waterproof. No pow- 
er line shall be permitted to lie on the ground or to be sus- 
pended less than 12 feet above the ground. 


SECTION 9—ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS 


1. Alterations and Additions, No addition of any kind 
may be constructed to become a permanent part of any 
mobilehomes. Skirting of coaches is permissible, but such 
skirting shall not permanently attach the mobilehome to 
the ground. 


SECTION 10—PENALTIES 


|. Penalty. Any person who violates any provision of 
this Ordinance may upon conviction be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten (10) dollars nor more than fifty 
(50) dollars; and each day’s failure of compliance with 
any such provision shall constitute a Separate violation. 
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SECTION 11—CONFLICT OF ORDINANCES 
AND VALIDITY 


1. Saving Clause. If any section, subsection, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, or phrase of this Ordinance should be de- 
clared invalid for any reason whatsoever, such decision shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this Ordinance, which 
shall remain in full force and effect; and to this end the 
provisions of this Ordinance are hereby declared to be 
severable,

The public health nurse provided your community with 
a generalized nursing service. She gave service to individuals 
and families in their home, at school, in state operated 
clinics and other service settings. 


Your public health nurse assisted in the promotion and 
maintenance of health, in the prevention of disease, and 
gave care to children with crippling conditions. 


The nurse admitted five new patients to public health 
nursing service. 


The patients were referred to her by sources such as the 
patient or family, the Tuberculosis control program or 
through a public health nurse case finding. 


The nurse made home visits to seven individuals and 
gave supportive service to individuals by conferring with 
school personnel, town officials, physicians and other indivi- 
duals. 


The nurse made twenty-eight home visits to patients with 
the type of condition presented in the list below:

To Percy Porter, a resident of the town of N ewburgh of 
said County, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Newburgh, qualified to vote in town affairs to assemble 
at the Newburgh Town Hall on Saturday, 8th day of 
March, 1969 at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the 
following articles to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 
Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent of 
schools, and see if the town will vote to accept them as 
printed. 


Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor for the ensuing year and fix their 
compensation. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to deter- 
mine the number of road commissioners the town shall 
have and elect the same.

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Art. 8. To elect an excise tax collector and fix his or 
her compensation. 


To see if the town will vote to give a 3% dis- 
count on all taxes paid in full on or before July 1, 1969 
and a 2% discount of all 1969 taxes paid on or before 
Oct. 1, 1969. | 


Art. 10. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year:

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Summer.

For Abatements, a 

For Administration. 


For Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art. 11. To request the town of Newburgh to raise and 
appropriate $125.00 for public health nursing, said sum to 
be expended by the Maine Department of Health & Wel- 
fare, Bureau of Health, for local public health nursing serv- 
ices in Newburgh for the fiscal year July 1, 1969 — June 
30, 1970. 


Art. 12. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid Road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Title 23, MRSA, 
Sections 1101, 1103 or 1104. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 to assist the Newburgh 
Volunteer Fire Department to meet the operating and 
maintenance expense of Fire Houses No. 1 and No. 2.

Art. 17. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to finance the town dump. 


Art. 18. To see if the town wishes to continue the sur- 
plus commodities program, if so to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to finance the same. 


Art. 19. To see whether the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for ad- 
vertising the natural resources, advantages and _attrac- 
tions of the State of Maine in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 91, Section 108, of the Revised Statutes

Add to Section 2 — Trailer Park Prohibited, new para- 
graph 2 to read: 


2. No occupied trailer shall be permitted in the Town 
of Newburgh. 


Add new Section 2A to read: 


Section 2A Indivdual Mobilehomes Prohibited. 1. 
Except as provided in Section 3, Paragraph 3, of this 
Ordinance, no person shall maintain and occupy a mobile- 
home in the Town of Newburgh in any location. 


Amend Section 3, Paragraph 3 to read as follows: 


3. Non-conforming Uses. Any lawful mobilehome or 
mobilehome park existing at the time this Ordinance or 
any amendment thereto is adopted, may be continued 
although such mobilehome does not conform to the pro- 
visions thereof. No non-conforming use that has been 
discontinued shall be re-established except in conformity 
with this ordinance, Any extension, expansion or altera- 
tion of any existing mobilehome shall conform to this 
Ordinance. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $300.00 from Edna Grant for the care of the Elmer
